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ROGRAM REVIEW FOR JANUARY L° 1977. 
pproximately 30 members and guests attended the program supplied by 
Rosalie and Jim Cain of the ARRL steffand our Central Division Director 
Dr. Don Miller. Rosalie led off the program with an insight into her work 
in the new Club and Training Department, a staff now of people devoted 
to the developement of programs in training and upgrading of Hams, Club 
activities and Public Relations, such as What is Ham Radio? How to get 
your license. Several forms are available to clubs, which can be placed 
before the public ,Serving ‘to get them in touch with help in getting start- 
ed in HR. Public Se: ice announcements are developed to be used on Radic 
and TV, such as the DickVan Dyke material recently seen on TV. New films 
are also planned, the latest being "Move up to Amateur Radio" available 
on loan to clubs for program use. A number of articles on Amateur Radio 
appear in unlikely magazines as Woman's Home Circle, Sunday newspaper 
magazine sections and others. Stores like J. C. Penny carry displays 
such as bumper stickers, one recently stating " Hams do it with more fre- 
quency ". CB clubs get Ham Radio program materials as well as an exhibit 
kit, a total package of info on HR. ARRL will pay 25% of the cost of an 
ad if the store carries ads with Ham Radio Club Announcements. Training 
includes code cassettes, prepared lessons for radio code classes, how to 
teach and demons trate. Two tapes are avatlable upgrading code speed at 
5 to 15 WPM. There are over 1,500 Novice classes running currently all 
over the USA and VE. Granting of licenses to Novices must be speeded up: 
any three month wait of FCC resylts in many dropping out due to loss of 
interest during the long wait. Some novice are scared to operate their 
equipment or get into their first QSO on the air. ARRL even has a cert=- 
ificate for this accomplishment, unfortunately, not retroactive to the OTs 
Rosalie also reads hundreds of Club papers and issues a Club Activity Bull- 
etin 4 times a year. Jim Cain is in charge of Contests and supplied us 
with some facts on SS scores etc, and slightly lifted the veil on a new 
contest now brewing. Come to the meetings and get in on the inside track. 
Don Miller invited us all to communicate with him closely our gripes, sug- 
gestions, needs, dreams, any phase of Amateur Radio, Moblie, DX, FM, 160 
meters, as well as his area of Ham TV. Don reads 30 ham publications and 
has 11,000 constituents in the Central Division.

HAM HEALTH We have grown nicely during 1976 and ended the year with 
almost an 8% increase in total licenses, now at 302,000 with Generals in 
largest class of 37%, Advanced 2%, Technicians 21%, Novice 10% and the 
rest Extra, Club, and Military. Wonder how this percentage compares with 
licenses held by our members.

NEW HAM BANDS ars being proposed for '79 WARC. These are the new 1750 
meter ba to 190 KHZ and the 3/8 Meter band, 902 to 938 Mhz bands.
